The United 'States Supreme Court and 
Bailroad Land Titles. 


WASHUCOTOH, D. C., December IT.— 


The recent opinion ol the United States 
Supreme Court asserting that the title oi 
all lands where patents have not actually 
Issued, including lands sold by the North- 
ern Pacific Bailroad Company, Is still In 
the Govencnent, Is thought by officials 
ol the General Land Office to affect main- 
ly the large purchasers oi land for graz- 
ing and speculative purposes. The bona 
Me settler who Is living on his own 160 
acres oi land will not be affected,

whom he 


purchased his land has no title to the 
land. The law expressly protects bona 
flde settlers, but the mere speculator or 
purchaser, If it should prove that the 
railroad has not and can not get a title 
to the land, will have to suffer the loss 
ol the money invested unless some re- 
dress can be obtained from the railroad 
company. 
In a large number of in- 


stances the land grant roads have de- 
layed getting out patents to lands to 
which they were entitled, in order to 
keep the title stjll in th« Government and 
I 


thus avoid the payment ol State and 
eounty taxes. 
Where a good, claim to the lands exists 


on the part of the railroad company 
patents can Issue, and then the title 
having passed from the Government, 
tbe company can make legal transfer 
of land. But in event of the Land Office 
refusing to grant a patent, the purchaser 
«1 the land will be left without remedy 
except against the company.

SAVED BT A CHILD. 


Narrow Esoape ot a Ooal Train on the 


Lshig-h Valley Railroad. 


POTTSVILLE, PA., December 16.—The 


crew of a coal train on the Lehigh Valley 
Railway had a sensational escape from 
death at Yatesville yesterday morning. 
The workings of Fowler's Colliery caved 
in during the night and caused the sur- 
face over which the railroad runs to sub- 
side for over 200 yards. The bottom of 
the cave-in cannot be seen, and an at- 
tempt to fill the breach to-day was at- 
tended with so little success that though 
ninety car-loads of earth were dumped 
into it,the hole appears to be still as deep 
arid as wide as ever. Near the spot where 
the cave-in occurred lived a family named 
Behoney, who during the night were 
driven in fear from their house to a 
neighbor's outside the affected area. 


At an early hour in the morning little 


Maggie Behoney, aged ten years, while 
fetching water, heard a train coming. She 
ran to the track, and by frantically waving 
her cap succeeded in stopping the tram, 
close to the brink of the cave-in. When 
the train hands made an investigation 
and disco\ercd their narrow escape, they 
made tbe child ahandsome reward for her 
thonghtfulness, and the facts have been 
reported to headquarters. 


The Arkansas Telegraph Company.

Arkansas Telegraph Company has com- 
pleted its new line between Little Rock 
and this place, and opened the same in 
connection with the Baltimore & Ohio 
system.

TOLD BY ONE OF THEM. 


The Story oi the Dreadful Collision on 
the Georgia Pacific Bailroad. 


ATLANTA, GA., December 16.—Among 


the number of Injured in the collision on 
the Georgia Pacific Bailroad was Mr. J. 
H. Sink, of Salem, who was not so badly 
hurt as to render a short interview with 
him impossible. "I was sitting in the 
sleeper, which was the last car of the 
Georgia Pacific passenger train, when the 
East Tennessee locomotive made its fatal 
plunge and telescoped our car. There 
was instantly a burst oi scalding hot 
steam, which filled the car, and, as I af- 
terward learned, the floor was instantly 
flooded with scalding water, causing ter- 
rible and Instant death to every one who 
was thrown to the floor and rendered too 
helpless to get up. As soon as I felt the 
steam burning and blinding me, I broke 
the window and jumped head tot to the 
ground, bruising me somewhat, as you 
see, 
but escaping the terrible scalding 


that most of the others have suffered, t 
believe I escaped with fewer hurts than 
anyone else in the car, because I got oat 
before the scalding flood reached its full 
force; but yon see that valise of mine 
there in the corner? Well, that remained 
in the car on the seat, and if the steam 
was hot enough to crisp that leather, as 
you see, what chance was there for hu- 
man flesh? Alter recovering somewhat 
from

my 


headlong 
jump 
and 
tumble 
down 


the steep embankment on the frozen 
ground I got up and got out of the way of 
those people who had rallied, and were 
making desperate and heroic efforts to 
rescue those who were less fortunate than 
myself. The doctors, G. G. Ray, J. Me. 
Gaston, of Atlanta, I think, and Drs. 
Medler and Westmoreland, of Austell, 
were soon there, and they did work nobly 
to do all in their power to alleviate the 
terrible suffering of the Injured, especial- 
ly of those who were burned, as the 
frosty night air rendered the pain intense- 
ly excruclcating. The other men whom 
you see here were all In the sleeper with 
me, and many others; a large number of 
whom were killed. 
One whole family 


consisting of father, daughter, son-in-law 
and grandchild were so terrible bruised 
and scalded, that in a few moments their 
sufferings were over, and a happy family 
of a few moments before had entered 
eternity vmder circumstances of terrible 
suffering. The confusion just after the 
accident was dreadful. 
The air was 


mingled with hissing steam, yells and 
groans of the dying, aijd the shouts of 
those who were making the greatest ef- 
forts to render all assistance possible

until an ordinary bottle contains about 
fifteen drops of ginger, and then put 
this into bottle* with a carbonic acid 
machine. 
Two qualities are made, 


one, the better, for private use and 
first-class hotels and saloons, and a sec- 
ond lor the general bar-room trade. 
The difference is almost entirely in the 
quality^of the extract employed. With 
the first, we make a ginger ale which 
sells for one dollar or one dollar and 
twenty cents per case of twenty-four 
bottles; the second runs from fifty to 
seventy-five cents a case. It may sur- 
prise yon to know that three-fourths ot 
the so-called imported article is made 
here. The bottles belonging to favorite 
brands are carefully kept and sent to 
as regularly to be tilled. We leave thci 
labels intact or paste on fac-similes, and 
put in new porks and metal capsules or 
tags. There Is not one person in a 
thousand who can ttell the difference. 
In one first-class hotel I've been filling 
and refilling the same old bottles now 
for seven years, and I think it will keep 
on as long as I live." 


"Is there no bad ginger ale in the 


market?" 


'•Yes, there are two bad kinds, and 


both so bad that the Board of Health, 
should stop their manufacture. Theyi 
•re made in large quantities here in 
New York and Brooklyu, and sold 
chiefly to beer saloon* and ice-cream 
stores. One kind of it is made from 
cheap ginger, and is doctored with the 
•xtract of red pepper and other chemi- 
cals tk give it body and bite. The men 
who make it claim that red pepper is 
good for the stomach, but they never 
refer to the other chemicals. The other 
and worst kind is made by a few Ger- 
man establishments. 
Instead of using 


a pure extract, they buy up, wherever 
they can, condemned and spoiled gin-. 
ger root Some of them make their 
own extract from this and re-enforce it 
with cayenne. Others grind it up and 
brew a vile ale from it, which they finish 
with cayenne and glucose. You can 
easily tell this last class by letting it 
stand after being opened. The yeast 
continues to work and the ale turns 
sour, and then putrid. Drinking it is 
just as bad as drinking sour beer. Its 
cheapness reccommends it, however, to 
unscrupulous saloon-keepers. It never 
eosts more than fifty cents a case, and 
frequently goes as low as thirty-eight 
cents. Retailed at ten cents it yields a 
larger profit than any article sold across 
a bar. 


"It's 
a nice business, but has its 


drawbacks. Despite every precaution 
and safeguard, the bottles every now 
and then explode and do damage. Last 
winter while watching the 'bottler' at 
work, the head of a large Brooklyn 
establishment was struck by the frag- 
ments of a bottle that burst, and had 
his left eye cut in half as clean as if 
done with a knife. 
In fact, you'll 


hardly meet a man in the business who 
can not show scars similarly obtained."

A man between the half and three- 


quarter posts of life yesterday called on 
the big sugar importers whoso offices 
are in the Twinity of lower Wall street, 
and asked for the control of their Ciw- 
tom-House samples. He also visited 
many of the big refiners who of late 
years have imported direct from Cuba, 
Brazil and the £ast Indies, and request- 
ed the same favor. 
A dozen or more 


signed a document giving the visitor 
exclusive control of their Custom-House 
samples, and a new industry was start- 
ed in the commercial world. 


"For years," said an importer who 


signed the document, "the sugar im- 
porters and refiners of New York havq 
paid little or no attention to the return 
of the unusually large samples taken 
from cargoes by customs appraisers, 
but it is aoout time to economize in that 
direction. This man promises to collect 
all the samples after they have been 
duly appraised, and to either return 
them to 
u? or to sell 
them and 


give us half the proceeds. His profit 
is the other half. Will it pay him' I 
should say so 
Just consider that 50,- 


000 hogsheads of sugar come into this 
port 
every 
month. 
The 
arrivals 


are in cargoes of 500 hogsheads, and 
customs officers have taken for samples 
from each cargo all the way from 150 
to 250 pounds. 
They take the same 


amount from cargoes of barrel and mat 
sugars. They always notify us of the 
appraised value of the sugar, but have 
conscientiously 
neglected to return 


the samples. In the last ten years these 
customs appraisers have divided $15,- 
000 to $20,000 each year, derived from 
the sale of sugar samples. They sell 
it to candy makers, and jobbers have 
often ^complained that the appraisers 
have undersold 
them. 
Raw sugar 


makes good candy. It is now worth 
five and one-half cents a pound, duty 
paid. We pay the duty on the samples 
taken by the appraisers, and as they 
get the sugar for nothing they make a 
handsome profit selling it to the candy 
inakers at four cents a pound, although 
injuring the jobbers, trade when they 
do it. This man, whose document I 
hare just signed, is to act for importer! 
and importing refiners ^ alike, and I 
haven't a d&ubt but what he will net 
from $5,000 to $7,000 in his share each 
•year. I don't think he will return ns 
(the samples; that is not obligatory. Ho 
^will use his judgment in sailing them 
fo as not to compete with the jobbers, 
and give ns half the proceeds. It wili 
'go a long way toward paying the clerk 
•toe."— 2T. KSitn.
